friend, and Mrs. Hiipp in the latter's 
room. 


Hupp trapped Joyce on the attic 


Etafrway, it is said, and shot him 
three times, the victim 
dying - in- 


stantly. 


One of the chief witnesses at the' 


trial will be Consuelo Hupp, fifteen 
year old daughter of the slayer. 


Two days after the shooting Hupp 


was released on $35,000 cash bond. 
He immediately rejoined his wife 
and, they declared their reconcilia- 
tion was complete. 


The trial, which was scheduled to 


confluence 
this 
morning 
before 


Judge Kennedy in criminal 
court, 


was postponed until this afternoon, 
owing ;-to one of the attorneys for 
the'defense being unable to start on 
the case-this morning. 


The first witness to be called after

cause, and that a summary proceed- 
ing already provided by the statute 
for the determination or the .question 
of whether the property seized under 
the writ was used for the commission 
of a felony shall likewise be con- 
clusive for the purpose only of en- 
abling the court to retain such prop- 
erty in the custody of the law until 
the purpose for its seizure shall have 
been served." 


The action of the appellate court 


in issuing the stay, said Mr. Heney, 
examining papers already in its pos- 
prevented the government from even 
session and which a federal district 
court had found had been used "as 
the means of committing felonies by 
Swift & Co., and other corporations."

(Philadelphia Record.) 


It is perfectly absurd to treat the 


Bolsheviki as a democracy or an or- 
ganization of the people, or a revolt 
against tjranny. 
It does not repre- 


sent the whole people; it explicitly 
repudiates nationalism; it is not even 
the mass of the poor people, because 
it does not include the peasants; it is 
what it calls itself, the caste of the 
industrial workers, led by dreamers 
and "visionaries who have exceptional 
gifts in talking and writing. 


For Lenine and Trotzky are not 


workers; they are simply the writers 
and talkers for the workingmen, -who 
obey them though thej will not obey 
other men who know more than they 
do; they are intolerant of any super- 
ority except the superiority in the 
use of language in the interest of the 
proletariat. 


This proletariat is hostile to cap- 


talists. So are many intelligent and 
ifficient Socialists. 
But this Rus- 


ian proletariat is just as hostile to 
ntellectual superiority, or superior 
knowledge of business or military 
matters, or an} thing else outside of 
he mechanical trades 
It is in re^ olt 


against all superiority except super- 
ority in the capacity for talking and 
writing in its interest. 


The first military action of the 


Jolsheviki was to appoint an ensign 
to be commander-in-chief of the 
Russian armies. 
If he had been a 


decidedly skillful officer he would 
have risen to higher rank than that 
of ensign. 
But if he had been of 


superior ability the proletariat would 
have been his bitter enemies. 
The 


Bolsheviki got rid of the admiral of 
the Black Sea^squadron, and replaced 
him with an ordinary seaman.

man who was competent to command 
was not trusted; sucjj a man would 
be as obnoxious to the proletariat as 
a rich man.

The following letter will be of

Miss Childs is now in Vlacli- 


vistok, Siberia, enroute to Petro- 
grad for the national board of the 
Y. W. C. A. 


"December 6, Vladivostok. 


"My Dear Mrs Evans—I probably 


shall not get very far with this let- 
ter before 1 have to go, but maybe 
1 can get enough of a letter written 
to send by some American girls leav- 
ing today enroute to the good old U. 
S. They have oome on from Pet- 
rograd, so we are getting news di- 
rectly, even if it does not sound very 
encouraging we're anxiously awaiting 
until we can go on. 
'We found cables here when we 


arrived from Japan telling us to stay 
here until further word. Our next 
word said: 'Stay in Vladivostok, and 
study Russian,' and here we are. 


"We had a wonderful time in Ja- 


pan, 
while I was somewhat disap- 


pointed In the country I did enjoy all 
immensely. Somethings were disap- 
pointing and some were a revelation 
and were fascinatingly lovely. 
We 


arrived at Yokohama unheralded, 
and so were not met by any Y. W. 
folks. 
A young man—brother of a 


girl I knew at home—was on board 
our ship and as he had been over 
several times could help us through 
the tedious business of customs, and 
through his kindness we safely ar- 
rived at the Y. W. C. A. We stayed 
there until Thursday, getting in 
Tuesday morning. Then we went to 
Tokio. Yokohama is very cosmopol- 
itan and so, of course, not so interest- 
ing as a Japanese city. 
There are 


almost as many foreigners there as 
natives. 
"January 8, 1918—It is nearly a 


month now since I began this letter 
and it should be near home, if I could 
have gotten it off at that time. Back 
to Yokohama, however, it is a good 
place to shop, if you are looking for 
things that the Japanese make for 
foreigners, but if you want to buy 
really Japanese things Tokyo or 
Kyato are much better and we found 
many more interesting things in 
Nikko than anywhere else. 


"Those marvelous old temples with 


their huge fortunes in brass, hand- 
carved -woods, paintings, enameled 
work and lacquer—you can scarcely 
believe they are real until you touch 
them and the almost superhuman 
workmanship of some of them—es- 
pecially in lacquer and metal works. 
On one ceiling are square panels in 
each panel is painted in blue and 
gold a dragon, and each dragon is in 
a different position. In another room 
the ceiling is painted in chrysanthe- 
-mjims and they are all arranged dif- 
ferently, and, oh the immense wealth 
represented in the goldleaf, inlaid 
and lacquer work! 
Why, it quite 


takes my breath away to think of it 
all. There were hundreds of well-to- 
do Japanese there the days we would 
come to worship, but the poorer class 
worshiped at smaller shrines nearer 
at home. 
The shrine temples all 


have gates with bars across, and the 
Buddhist temples have gates made 
like the temples—sort of pogoda- 
shaped; much "more elaborate. - 


Did you know that Tokyo and 


Kyato mean the same things?—Im- 
perial Home. The emperor lives part 
of the time in one city and part in an- 
other. His home in Tokyo is sur- 
rounded by ~three moats with the 
most marvelously constructed stone 
walls, black, and covered with the 
moss of ages. People can go as far 
as the bridge crossing the third moat. 
There you are stopped by many 
guards. The walls of the moats are 
very high and very deep, so you can't 
get in that way. 


When in Tokyo we lived with 


some of the Y. W. secretaries, includ- 
ing two girls in training—Esther 
Nixon from Granville, and Miss Craw- 
ford from the Pacific coast. 
They 


live in a really truly Japanese house 
with Japanese servants. Of course 
they have American chairs, but you 
have to take off your shoes when you 
enter the house. 
* * * 


"When we reached 
Tokyo we 


found a cable asking us to bring with 
us 25 poods, Russian weight, units of 
about 36 pounds—sugar and tea and 
rice, and 2000 cans of condensed 
milk. Well, we got all of that we 
could get in Tokyo and Yokohama 
and got it this far, and here it is 
along with us. 
We had one awful 


night on a Japanese train and never 
want another; they are the dinkiest 
things you ever say—narrow guage 
road. There was no dressing room 
for women, and only a small one for 
men. 
Everyone dressed in the aisle 


and in the little smoking room in the 
rear. We were the only women on 
the car, so you may imagine the un- 
comfortable time we had. 


"We came over in a Russian boat, 


and of all the dirty, ill-smelling 
places, that was postively the worst, 
and tbe sea was awfully rough, and 
we were both very sick. We lost a 
whole day going on a two days' jour- 
ney. 
Now we know that was the 


Bolsheviki crew that caused the de- 
lay, for the trip was the last one 
made without an accident, and we 
don't know how nearly we came to 
having the boat stopped in the middle 
of the night; also, in the middle of 
the sea. The next trip that same 
boat made the crew burn out the 
boilers about 30 miles from Japan, 
and they floundered on the rocks and 
nearly perished, and the other day on 
jthe return trip got about 40 miles 
| from Japan when something went 
,wrone. and they had to put back, 
and the sister ship which was to have 
left here Saturday, caught fire the 
day before and burned out all the 
cabins, so they can't go out for some 
time. U seems the crew and sailors 
have struck for more money. 
The 


captain gets 1000 roubles and they 
are asking for 1200. You can't im- 
agine the pathos of the situation 
here. 
The rel-rag anarchists from 


America have come back here and 
filled the ignorant classes full of 
wild ideas, and though tbe revolu- 
tion started among the better classes 
of Russians the movement waa swept 


out of their hands by the Bolsheviki. 
who now ucem to have complete con- 
trol of things. But It can't last for 
long for the pendelum must swing 
into place sooner or later. 
It has 


gone to the two extremes now and 
must swing into place soon. 
I ex- 


pect you get better reports from the 
more-western Russia, but Vladivos- 
tok is very quiet so far. The men in 
the electric light'plant threatened to 
strike, which would mean no lights, 
no street cars, no telephone service. 
All the consuls met and demanded 
the calling off of the strike, threaten- 
ing to call in Japanese and Chinese 
troops if they didn't. It proved ef- 
ficient, for all is quiet now. 


"They have threatened to do here 


as they have done In nearly all the 
other cities—march in the homes and 
confiscate all extra clothing and food 
supplies. So far, they have not and 
Mr. Caldwell, the American consul', 
thinks they will not go that far here. 
But they do put the worst soldiers 
and sailors in the homes, if the 
houses are not as full as they think 
they should be. Tbey have reduced 
the officers in the army to soldier's 
pay of eight roubles a month, and 
taken most of the insignias away 
from them. Prices of food and cloth- 
ing are just soaring; business is prac- 
tically at a standstill. 
The rich are 


fast using up the money they have 
saved, and the poor working classes 
are getting rich fast. 


"The better class of Russians feel 


so keenly the humiliation of the- situ- 
ation and yet they have not backbone 
enough to arise in their indignation 
and put down the 'Hooligans,' as we 
call the Bolsheviki. 
The Cossacks 


are the only" real fighters the Rus- 
sians possess and they have always 
been held in scorn until now, and 
now they will probably 'save the 
country from the Germans. 
They 


now have control of southern Rus- 
sia, thus cutting off the food supply 
from Moscow and Petrograd. 


"We have a little flat of four rooms 


and a kitchen 
* * *." 


Miss Childs concludes her letter
